The poem was provoked by Schiller's earlier 
ballad of " The Glove," in which the inci- 
dent was treated from the purely masculine 
point of view. Browning makes out a very 
good case for the lady who calmly states to 
Pierre Ronsard when he questions bar that 
she took De Lorges at his word. He had 
repeatedly declared his desire to risk death 
in her service, and as she really wanted the 
glove she thought he could not object to 
making his words good by getting it, partic- 
ularly when she had observed that a page 
did not hesitate to leap ths barrier in order 
.o pick up his own cap which bad fallen over 
t. In Browning's poem, too, the lady, after 
De Lorges throws her over, marries a more 
devoted lover and lives happy ever after; 
while as for De Lorges he weds a court 
)eanty who attracts the notice of King 
Brands, and who continually sends him 
>fl, when the king conies to see her, to fetch 
ber gloves from some remote place where 
he has left them.

THROWING TIIJS SHOE.—One of the best 


known customs connected with shoes is that 
ot throwing them after a wedding party on 
their way from church or elsewhere. It is, 
say the authors of " Lancashire Folklore," 
a relic of Anglo-Saxon or Danish usages, 
along with many other wedding usages of 
ancient origin. The Lancashire custom is 
to throw an old shoe on leaving the house 
to be married, as a preventive of future nn 
happiness, and an omen of goo;i hick and 
prosperity. In Norfolk it is also tlie custom 
to throw the shot) after the wedding party 
on proceeding to the cl.nrah. In Yorkshire 
according to a writer in Hone's Table Book 
in 1827, there was a custom called " trash- 
inj," which signified pelting people with 
old shoes on their return from church on 
the wedding day. " Trashing'1 bad at first 
some raison d elre, but as time went on 
this became foigotton, and tbe custom was 
indiscriminately practiced among the lower 
oiders. Tbe Kentish custom is for one of 
the groomsmen to throw tbe shoe, after 
which the bridomaiils run, she. who gets it 
believing that she will be married firstf. She 
in turn throws it among the men, the man 
who receives the blow being also destined 
for marriage before the others. A custom 
not very dissimilar used to prevail among 
the noble Germans in tbe past. The bride 
on Iteing conducted to the bride-chamber, 
used to take oil' hei shoe and throw it among 
those who were near, every one stiiving to 
catch it, and the successful one accepting it 
as an omen of his or her eaily and happy 
marriage. There is an old rhyme still ex- 
tant which gives an early date lo this cus- 
tom of throwing shoes at weddings : 


"When Britons "bold 
Wedded of old, 
Sandals were backward thrown, 
The pair to tell, 
That, ill or well, 
The act WILS allthair own. 


This custom has of late been very generally 
revived, and is now as popular at fashiona- 
ble London weddings as among our more 
superstitious country folk. A writer in an 
old number of Notes and Queries suggests 
that it was a symbol of renunciation of do- 
minion and authority over the bride by her 
father or guardian ; and the receipt of the 
shoe by the bridegroom, even if accidental, 
an omen that that authority was transferred 
to him.

MODJESKA A3 AN AOTEESS- 


A paper on Madame Modjeska, in Serib- 


ner for March, contains much new aud in- 
teresting information respecting this lady, 
and will go far to explain the favorable im- 
pression which she has mad* in America, 
both as an actreis and as a woman. The 
paper is accompanied by three portraits— 
one as "Juliet," one as "Cleopatra" (a part 
in which she has not yet appeared in this 
couutry), aud a third in propria persona 
from the painting by Carolus Duran. We 
quota the following critical estimate of her 
standing: 


"In the late Mr. Lewes' book on aatora 


and the art of acting, he says : 'Rachel was* 
the panther of tbe stage; with a panther's 
terrible beauty and undulating grace she 
moved and stood, glared and sprang. Scorn, 
triumph, rage, lust, and merciless malignity 
she could represent in symbols of irresisti- 
ble power; but she had little tendernesi, no 
womanly softness, nogayety, no heartiness. 
She was so graceful and so powerful that 
ber air of dignity was incomparable. 
But 


somehow you always felt in her presence 
an indefinable suggestion of latent wicked- 
ness." So far as can be learned from those 
who saw her, Rachel was hardly the supe- 
rior of Modjeska in stage skill. According 
to Mr. Lewes, she was wanting in qualities 
in which tbe Polish actress ii pre-eminent. 
Madame Modjeska is full of gayety, not vio- 
lent or riotous, but well controlled, aud her 
womanly manner is winning her admirers 
in this country almost as. warm as those in 
Poland. Unlike-so many women who have 
reached high levels in the dramatic'art, she 
has lost nothing of ber womanliness. Men, 
who are more sensitive than women to that 
lack, find her personality feminine, aud wo- 
men have no charge of masculinity to bring 
against her. But particularly does she not 
possess the slightest suggestion of wicked- 
ness. So far is she from such a character 
thai in ber hands roles which exhibit de- 
praved women are elevated and purified by 
her management of them. Goodness rather 
than wickedness, Is the suggestion flowing 
from Madame Modjeska's theory and prac- 
tice. Her tendency is upward, and the in- 
fluence she carries with her before Ihe foot- 
lights is highly moral as well as aesthetic. 
In this she is the superior of Sarah Bern- 
hardt, the actress of the present witb whom 
she is most likely to. be compared. More- 
over, she is a most conscientious artist, and 
in that like Ristori, while in other respects 
greater. She does not, like Rachel in her 
later days'and like Sarah Bernhardl already, 
p<ay indifferently at times—almost careless- 
ly—until the moment comes for a telling 
point, in order to flash out then into action 
ol th« highest strain.

given sufficient attention to all parts of a 
role, aud modifies and subordinate! 'the 
par'j in such, a manner that the play be- 
comes & finely molded, organic whole.

You will never make 
progress in this way, and yet thousands 
spend their time aud let the golden hours 
fleet by in just such profitless; pastime. 
The moment you take up your instrument 
for practice open whatever music you may 
have, and apply eye, ear, and intellect, to 
the work of playing from tbe notes. Play 
with others as often as possible. This is 
the true way to become a reader. 
When 


you are playing with others you cannot rest 
when and where you please. 
You must go 


op. If you miss a note, or a dozen notei, 
do not stop. Go on. Find your place if 
possible, and if you cannot, all will have to 
cease on your account and begin again. 
It 


is only when you play with others and find 
yourself lost after the first few bars that 
you begin to realize the imperative neces- 
sity of knowing the exact value of each note, 
dot aud rest; a familiarity with which will 
enable any young performer to eater the 
musical arena; to join an amateur band, 
and to develop a source of pleasure, which, 
If one has a real love for music, and If talent 
and ambition lead the way, may add to the 
rinks of the profession many an accomplish- 
ed instrumental perlormer and soloist.

)WGo«e«« writes despondently of tbo con- 


Sit Ion.i&f, that country at this time. He as- 
ierts tfcert has not In tht present generation 
»;year clbted with more gloomy forebodings 
.(ban that of 1878. He reviews the dlffleul- 
t)«i and. troables In tbe British Dominions 
'of India, South Africa, and the Mediteran- 
ean, etc., aud then'says : " At home we are 
passing through a period of commercial de- 
pression, to which the history of the coun- 
aRbrds few parellels. 
There have been 


similar crises, and even more severe, but in 
all of them there has been a general convic- 
tion that th'ey were but temporary. It was 
argued that English skill aud energy would 
find a market for all that England could 
produce, aud up to the present time the pre- 
diction has always beeu veiifled. Now, bow 
ever, we find that though we have not stood 
still, yet oilier nations have advanced equally 
with ourselves. The heavy, and in many 
cases, prohibitory duties to which English 
goods are subjected throughout tbe whole of 
Europe, America,and even our own colonies, 
turn the scale in favor of the home manu- 
facturer. 
Other influences, such as over- 


production, adulteration, aud the unsatis- 
factory relation of Labor and Capital, have 
contributed to tbe loss of our foielgn trade, 
but the main reasons must bo looked for la 
the prohibatory latin's adopted by tho Gov- 
ernments. These causes we fear, can not 
he regarded astianslcnl; aud there is on- 
ly too much reason to dread the ftutlier dc- 
velopement, which is showing new and in- 
creased vitality In almost every portion ol' 
the globe cxctpt our little Island, will shut 
us out from markets in which we iiaw hold 
our own. 
Whether we are wiso in standing 


to our gunt as the solitary champion of free 
trade Ilio futuic alone can determine. It is, 
however, significant that the very classes to 
whom protection, a few yeais ago, was like 
tlm traditional red rag to the bull, art now 
the loudest in clamoring for reciprocity. The

minority and in the present temper of tho 
English people, tven the miUlest measnies 
of retaliation would fail to obtain sanction."

the writer in tiie hops which he expresses, 
that tht recovery of our prosperity may be 
the forerunner of the revival of theirs, we 
can not reasonably look (or it very soon. 
The difficulties in the way, as pointed out 
by the writer in the extracts above, ate 
much more serious than those which met 
us in our late troubles. Whether Eu'land 
can ever legam htrprettage in manufactures 
is doubtful, and under present conditions 
her prosperity largely depends upon this: 
The problem in political economy now to be 
worked out is a deep one, and will not be 
solved without great cost. No other coun- 
try has the advantages of undeveloped re- 
sources, growing interests, and unbounded 
energy, that this has. The only difficulty 
is, that wo get to going too fast sometimes' 
forget that there it no leal prosperity save in 
legitimate labor, aud have to bo set back a 
few years to get into the light track again. 
But it is safe to say that no depression can 
long exist until our resources become fully 
developed, and we find, like England, grow- 
ing competitors supercedins us in the mar- 
kets of the world.

To a 
color-blind person any color that looks dark 
seems red; a brinhter color seams groan, 
and a color still brizhter appeals white. Hn 
Is guided merely by the Intensity of the light 
which, in his case, takes the place of color. 
To a color-blind person, the shaila called 
"Londen smoke" and red are the same, and 
in the manufacture of lanterns or signals 
this smoky shade is substituted for red.

Jeffries exhibited to tbe committee worsteds 
of all colors, with wliica he had made ova r 
9,000 tests of color-blindness, llr. Leonard, 
the principal of tha Lawrence School, wa« 
then as'ced to pick out. different shades of 
tho same color, and, as ho is affected with 
color-bliudaess, he placed in a mass shades 
of all colors, blue, green and red, to the 
great amusement of the committee and 
spectators. These, he said, appeared to be 
shade* of the tame color to him. Many 
amusing tests were made, the confidence of 
the witnesses in their ability to select tbe 
colors requested being only equalled by tbe 
ludicrous 
mistaken made 
in 
the selec- 


tions. Itel-blindnesi, blue-blindness, green- 
blindness, violet-bllndntsa and in fact every 
kind of color-blinduest was disclosed, one of 
the committee being sh^wn to be color- 
blind.

Van Horn and •Vanzamlt 1101 rs. 


"VVe take the following from llio Daylon 


(Ohio) Democrat : 
. " Tlterc'jire Ibrco different estates in 
controversy, .one being known at the 
Holland fortune ; another tlic Annek* 
Jam estate, i. o., the Trinity Church, 
(N.- Y.) properly, nnd some smaller por- 
tion of land in New York ; and the third 
the Harlem flats, an immenie tract in 
New York City. 
In 1070 Wolfert Wcli- 


bcr,<wtio, first came to America in 1640, 


- but itilj possessed Ilia property in Amster- 


dam, together with a widowed lister, 
Sarah, jointly willed their Holland estate 
to the third generation of Wolfcrt's fami- 
ly. 
This formi the Holland fortune, 


which hat never been settled, though the 
fifth generation has arrived. The so-call 
cd Anneke Jans estate consists of the 
Trinity Church properly, and some small- 
er parcels. 


This originally belonged ,to Wolfert 


Webber, the second son of Wolfert the 
first, nnd Annoko Jans, an aunt of Wol- 
fert the second. 
Wolfert the second was 


born in Amsterdam. 
Ho came to this 


country before his father, about the year 
1035, and had a grant of land from Peter 
Stuyvcsant, comprising sixty-two acres of 
what fronted en the North Biver ami run

Chatham square. There ho built n tavern 
in 1C48, nnd kept it for u number of years. 
His aunt Anneke also established an inn 
on the Harlem road, nenr the Governor's 
residence on the Bowery.

About 1830 or 32, Jesse Head, a bap- 


tist minister, was employed to go to New 
York for the purpose of Interviewing the 
rector and vestrymen of Trinity Chnich, 
and see if a settlement could be effected. 
The officers offered to compromise by 
paying the heirs one-hall of the value of 
the properly, but the agent not being em- 
powoiod to not in that way declined to 
uccept, snying his employers wanted nil 
or none.

Several years later John Cozine, nn heir, 


was delegated liy tho Kentucky hrirs to 
soo what he could do towards a settlement, 
but . cing rather an Unsophisticated coun- 
try man, the Trinity hiclhrrn received and 
dined him, made him believe they weie 
friendly, promised him nn early settle- 
ment, and directed him to return home 
for some papers, which •he had omitlod to 
take with him.

Church, and was not always on tho best 
tcims with the Governor.

house and stable on what is now Broad- 
way. 
During the time Wolfert Webber 


resided in New Amsterdam, his father's 
unmarried sisters came over from Holland 
nnd staid two or three years. 
They aie 


reported to have brought with them quan- 
tities of lilver plate- bearing the cost of 
arms, which on their departure were dis- 
tributed, and have since been handed 
down as heirlooms. 
It was well known 


to the third generation of Wolfert Wcbbei 
that they were heirs to the Holland for- 
tune, but every one was afraid to go for 
it, for fear of being lost at sea ; besides 
tilings were very unsettled in Holland, 
the Spanish having inaugurated war of 
pcisccution and extermination against the 
Protestant Dutch, so that the heirs in this 
country were only too glad to stay away. 
Attempts, however, have been made in 
the last century to settle tho Webber busi- 
ness in Holland. 
E. Bogardns started for 


Amsterdam for himself and the Webbers, 
butwns wrecked on the coast of England. 
Two other. -pttempts weie made, but in 
both cases the agents were lost at sea. 
The legacy finally ceased to be talked of, 
and the' present generation wpuld prob- 
ably not have given the matter serious 
thoughts hod not the Holland Govem- 
rnent about five years ago adveitlsnd in 
this country for heirs, the advertisement 
meeting the eyes of some who were yet 
informed on the subject. 
A meeting of 


the beira was called, and E. U. Hump- 
si] ires, of New York, nn heir, w»s,appoint- 1 
«d an agent to visit Holland, where he 
now is.., He is expecting a settlement be- 
fore long, . The value of the Holland 
legacy is computed to be worth $83,000,- 
000, while the Anneke Jans estate is 
thought to be worth about sixty millions. 
The Harlem claim extends from Hell Gate 
up East River to Harlem River, thence up 
the Harlem, to the Hudson, and. down 
Ihit «re»m to Manuntlanville, taking in 
Central' Park, and of which 37,800 acres' 
are unoccupied.

It is said that daring the rebellion a 


British man-of-war landed in -the waters 
•within ita border!, and being ordered to 
remove, replied that they were in neutral 
wutcri, which upon investigation wag 
found to be true. 
During the existence 


of the Tweed ring a bill was put through 
the legislature condemning a part of it, 
nnd ordering itsaale for alleged taxes due. 
Several millions worth were diiposcd of, 
but the heirs claim this to have been an 
illegal transaction, as by the provision of 
the patent the land was to be exempt 
fiom taxes until improved, and that a 
clause in the treaty between tho United 
States and England specified Hint such 
rights were to be honoied. 


In this they, arc sustained by the opinion 


of Richard O'Gorman, counsel of the 
corporation ol Hew York City, who in 
his letter to Controller B. B. Connolly, 
August 1st, 1870, substantially established 
tlic rights nnd claims of the heirs, and 
concludes thus : "I am unable to discov- 
er in the various chatters of the city, or 
in any of tlio grants of land under water 
to the corporation, any provision which 
vests to the city of New York nny title to 
the lands in question." 


Information has lately been received 


that O'Gorman, who has heretofore been 
in opposition to the heirs, has made a 
statement, declaring the illegality of the 
sale for taxes of pait of the Harlem flats ; 


if nuoh be tho case there seems to be no 
smious obstacle in recovering the unoccu- 
pied portion of the land in question. 


The most curious part in this matter is, 


that many persons connected with both 
tho Waldron and the other estates arc not 
relatives. 
This happened through inter- 


marriage and mincling of families, they 
being the caily settlers of New York, and 
people being scarcer at Hint time tlmn 
now. 
The VanPippens, and many of the 


older families arc heirs, also the mother of 
Bchurler Colfnx and the Van Horns, from 
the liUtcr of whom James Boyle, Ailhur 
Boyle, nncl the children of tho late James 
B. Moi risen, and tlccenclants. 


The VanHornand Vanzandt heirs have 


formed an association in Philadelphia, to 
prosecute their claims ; their office is No.
